death 

Therefore, through the 
California Association o f 
Firemen, they are offered 
life and accident insurance, 
which every man feels he 
must take, although it costs 
him, in many cases, more 
than he receives as compen¬ 
sation, so it can plainly be 
seen that nine out of every 
ten firemen actually pay to 
be Voluteer Firemen for 
Sierra Madre. 

Not everything a fireman 
does, of course, is serious. 

As a probation member, he 
is soon taught when the 
firemen play and when they 
work, and, so help me, he 
must remember this always, 
for the minute the fire horn 
sounds, play is over, or when 
in training and word is re¬ 
ceived from an officer, it is 
respected with authority and 
no play is tolerated.
